Washington.- <<>rn cobs, which from 
th«» beginning of jigrlnilluro in Amer­ 
ica have been a waste product, are 
about to heroine an Important 
raw 
material In ma nu fa et ii re. 
Capital at 
various places i* becoming Interest* <1 
In tin* estnbllshfnent of cob utilization 
plants. 
Tills 
Is 
din* to discoveries 
made Iii the bureau of chemistry by 
which It was found that tile entire 
content of the corn cob can be made 
Into highly useful articles. 
From it 
chemists produce a very excellent ad­ 
hesive. 
After the high grade adhesive Is 
removed, a considerable quantity of 
a lower grade product eau be made 
and the residue Is practically pure 
cellulose, from which it Is possible to 
manufacture a great number of com­ 
modities, Ineluding ii very good quality 
of paper. 
Some valuable lime prod­ 
ucts also are recovered. 
After all these processes bad been 
worked out, It was discovered that a 
considerable quantity of a very costly 
chemical—furfural 
was 
tieing 
lost. 
This Is now saved as a by-product and 
an even larger quantity of It can be 
produced by redlsilllatlon of flu* adhe­ 
sive. 
Before ibis discovery was made, 
furfural used to sell ms high as $20 
a pound. 
Furfural Is a basic Inter­ 
mediary In dye manufacture and. In 
addition, Is so effective as an Insecti­ 
cide that It was used for that purpose 
even when It sold tit $‘20 ii pound. 


Development in Dye Industry. 
The agricultural department has also 
recently obtained Important results In 
connection with the development of 
American dyes. 
When the Importation 
of 
chemicals 
from 
Germany 
was 
stopped by the war, a shortage of 
phthalic anhydride developed Iii this 
country 
almost 
Immediately. 
This 
product, which Is used Iii tin* manu­ 
facture of a number of Important dyes 
and drugs, tun! previously been pro­ 
duced only in Germany and Austria. 
Attempts were made by m anufacturers 
In this country to use the German proc 
ess, hut It was found to he costly and 
difficult to handle. 
Experiments then j 
were conducted In the color laboratory 
of the bureau of chemiatry to devise 
a new process In which air Instead 
of mercury and sulphuric add, which 
the German* had used. could be em­ 
ployed. 
A 
successful 
method 
was 
found, and the bureau of chemistry 
co-operated 
with 
manufacturers 
In 
placing flu* new process on ii com 
mcrclul scale. 
As a result, we are not 
only producing pinball** anhydride In 
this country but we are also exporting 
It to Switzerland In competition with 
German m anufacturers. 
Recently there was established in 
the bureau of chemistry an "office of 
development work." 
The new office 
will act as the go-between from science 
to Industry. 
A force of engineers will 
take up each new project for dealing 
with waste products as soon as tt 
has passed the experimental stage In 
the government laboratories and nt 
tempt to develop its commercial pos­ 
sibilities 
it offers, without 
fee. it 
service similar to that which a mining 
engineer perforins for Mn Investor who 
engaged him to report on a gold mine. 


New Office a G reat Help 
"The office Is a step tow ard business j 
efficiency," said Secretary Meredith. ! 
"It talks the language of the Investor, 
It knows his problems, and its officers 
are well In the forefront of modern 
industrial development. 
On the other 
hand. It helps the government chem­ 
ist himself by popularizing bls proc­ 
ess —ti thing he Is often unable to 
do for himself. 
Trained and special­ 
ized In the details of his profession, 
he Ie often unprepared to present Ms 
discoveries to business men who will 
give the country tin* benefit of them. 
This the new office will do for him 
through the agency of a force espe­ 
cially equipped for work of this sort, 
It 
holds Itself unprejudiced, recog­ 
nising the obligation It carries to the 
public 
and 
to chemistry alike. 
Its 
organisation Is of primary interest to 
business, and through business It Is 
meant to rear h ti ie public. 
For tin* 
present the work will be confines! to 
discoveries made In the bureau of 
chemiatry.** 
Recently the department has been 
compelled 
to 
abandon 
hog cholera 
eradication work 
in several states. 
reducing from 140 to about 54 the 
force of trained veterinarians In the 
field. Many field stations engage*! In 
Investigations looking to the develop­ 
ment of 
lieder varieties of Cereal 
crops and to the working out of m eth­ 
od* for controlling diseases affecting 
them hove been closed. 
Stations at 
which problems In irrigation agricul­ 
ture are studied have been abandoned 
at thr»*e places.
